INVESTIGATIONS 1983 

Only two series of events broke the calm of 1985. Some 
puszling paranormal events with a strange black shape at 
the start of the year, then a few unexplained reports all 
of which occured in August. 

A lone report initially of a grey ball suspended in mid 
air led us to a complex series of events at a number of 
houses in a Soutnern country district. Tappings and bumps, 
clicking noises, frightened dogs, black shapes and a foggy 
ball made up for a string of puzzling events that lasted 
over many months. 

August brought a flow of calls to the Centre including the 
first unidentified case since July 1982. 

Ref TA83040 Broadmarsh Road 

The first sighting took place on August 6th on Broadmarsh 
Road running north to Elderslie some 30kmts north of Hobart. 

The two witnesses noticed an unusually bright light to the 
north east at tree top level above a hill in that direction. 

It was a yellow pulsating oval shape about half moon sized. 

It had the appearance of partiliening lines in the centre. 

It seemed to rravel slowly to the south at first, but then 
tuiT.ed around so that it was heacing back to the north. The 
witnesses stopped to watch the object and in all had it in 
view about 10 minutes. They lost sight of the object wdien 
thej’ continued on up the road. The sighting occured in a rural 
area and both the moon and Venus were visible in the sky. 

TA63043 Jericho 

Three days later on August 9th a sighting w’as reported 
by a motorist whilst passing through the Jericho area. It 
is approxima-'-elj^ another 50kmts north of the previous report. 

About 8.45pm: a passenger in the car noticed a bright light 
in the sky to the right front of the car. The next thing there 
w'as a mass of light in the paddock alongside the road, the 
light mass seemed to stay with the car for some minutes before 
streaking up into the sky at a 15 degree angle. It was gone 
in the blink of an eye. 

The object was described as a circle of bright silver with 
a blue area in the middle on top of the mass. Also on the top 
perimeter were triangular white lights. The light was so bright 
that' surrounding paddocks, trees, fences,etc: were lit up so 
bright there was no need for headlights. There seemed to be a 
rushing air type noise during the sighting. The light mass was 
estimated to be 3m above the ground and 10m from the car. 

TA83051 Copping 

Soiijetime in the first half of August KrC was just going out 
his back door v/hen he noticed a light flashing on a hill 500m 
to the south east. It was he recalled just after dark so he 
thought it could be someone spotlighting. The light seemed to 
be 'waving about in different directions. The flashing light 
was on the lower part of a paler yellow light mass. 

The light remia'i d in the same location for a few minutes so 
he had time to call his wife out. The light mass then moved 
towards the south west. He could now see it clearly as an oval/ 
round shape erne 5-6m! long. It was going only slowly about 20kph. 
Eventually it was lost to view' behind trees on a hill to the 
south w'i . t. 

Some weeks later a clear/dry ring was found on the hill,a 
tare ring some 8.75m in diameter. The ring was in the same 
paicock as the light and although the ground was wet the ring 
was dry with a white powder in the soil. Investigation by 
the *Sentre revealed the ring was most likely due to "Fairy 
Funrus".

The light was flashing ano star like as it moved southwai-rds 
f 2 ’oir. above the summit of the mou'itain. It socn started to travel 
in an erratic manner as it passed over the southern slopes . It 
mrved up arc down and at one stage retraced its path northwards. 

This had taken several minutes but then the light stopped 
for i to J) rJ.nates before travelling on again further out over 
the foothilis. Again it halted briefly but then went straight 
down: behind the 1 illside and did rot appear again. 

The i'enus sized light was flashii-g about once every 2 seconds. 
Nothing more tha: a light was seen at any sta,ge of the sighting.

SANTIAGO — A 22-year-old

'WXien leaving a local police station 
after reporting the incident, Miss 
Espinoza and ner fether elainied to 
have seen the UFO a second time. 

Reports of sighting of UFOs are 
common in most of l^tin America, 
and are often taken quite seriously by 
t e aut orities and the press. 

In 1979, the Chilean armed forces 
opened a official enquij 7 after the pi¬ 
lots of an air force jet claimed to have 
chased a UFO for several minutea.

Sightings tahen from UPO group newsletters and ACUPOS Reports, 
Sighting types based on information in newsletters etc: 

West Australia has provi ded a steady flow of reports all year 
with a hurst from Victoria about May to July. Very little activity 
appears to nave occured elswhere in Australia. 

Despite a large number of cases in the "West” few cases cf higr- 
strangeness have occured. The most puszling case of the year seems 
to be the Melton, Victorian case of July 22nd. A lot of publicity 
also occured at the time of'the Bendigo events, a shame the only 
explanations for the'-se cases are only quick off the cuff reports 
in. the medj.a. The results of patient study fail to make the same 
tabloids that oust want fast results. 

Contiimed pa«« lo 
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CLD CAS5S COl-iE TO LIGHT 

A search of the RAAF files by Hill Chc,lJ-cer of ACUFOS un¬ 
covered two previously unknown sightings from Tasmania, the 
first on September 27th 1957, the second on November Ibth I960. 

The 1957 sighting occured initially at Launceston Airport. 

A strong white light was sighted fi'om the Tower to tlie east of 
the field proceeding soutla at the speed of a DC3. The steady 
light progressed in horisontal flight passing over Evandale. 

The light v;as observed through binoculars and appeared circular. 

The cloud base was at 4000ftt1200m) 

Hobart -f^irport wg.s contacted and a brief radar contact was 
made with a return about 17 nautical miles north of the airfield. 

The trace was between 9 and 10000ft(3300n), it then appeared to 
acceleirate anu disappear. 

The only other sighting about that time in Tasmania was on 
Sept 17th but cf a disc at Glenorft a long way from Launceston. 

USAF REPORT 

October/November 1950 saw a mm of sightings in Northern Tas- 
maiiia, mainly in the Cressy area. Now, many years later it seems 
that a United States- Air Force JB57 encountered a UFO whilst 
operating cut of Sale Air Base in Victoria. The incident occured 
over the Tamar Valley 30 miles or so north of Cressy, One v'onaers 
what the public reaction vvould have beer, if the sighting had been 
made public at the time? 

The pilots' statement was found by Chalker in the RAAF UFO 
files. "Approximatel^g 15 miles north of Launceston my navigator 
called out aircraft approaching to our left and slightly lower." 

"Our altitude w'as -^OOCOft with a speed of 350knts." "I spotted 
the object and commented to the navigator it was not an aircraft 
but more like a balloon. We judged its altitude at 35000ft, head¬ 
ing on 14Cdegrees at high speed". 

"From previous experience I would say its closing speed v;ould 
hc.ve been in excess of SCOknts. We observed this object for 5 to 
7 seconds before it disappeared under the left Vv'ing." 

"Since it was unusual in appearance I banked to the left for 
anotner look but i.eitli.er of us could locate it." 

"The colour cf the object was translucent, somewhat like that 
cf a poached egg. There were no sharp edges but rather fuzzy and 
undefined. The size was approximately 70ft (20/25m) in dia.meter 
and it !?id not appear to have anv depth. 

rilL’LANL HIGHWAY 

A sighting on the Midland Highway of liay 1976 was uncovered 
by the Centre during the year, due to tne passage of time nocheck 
on aircraft etc was possible. A few kilometers before the Conara 
turn off the witi.esses saw an object with many* lights on it. Its 
shape was hard to male out but it was like an airship. The lights 
were distributed randomly all over its surface. Tne sighting lasted 
15 minutes with the object slo'wly movin-_ ahead of the witnesses car. 
The object seemed to be low and too slo'W to be a plane. It w^as also 
rather erratic in flight. 

AIRCRAFT CASE. 

Despite much effort from: the Centre an alleged aircraft pacing 
report could not be tracked down. The event is meant to have occured 
in 1980. The aircraft was a night freighter en route from Melbourne 
to Launceston. 

A white light offthe wing tip is said to have paced the aircraft 
for about 120kmts. Launceston Airport is alleged to have tracked 
the light on radar before it disappeared. 

The Centre gained information about the incident from three 
different sources. A RAAF contac.t, an^^Airport worker,^ and an emp¬ 
loyee' of -fhe freighter company. Further efforts to ascertain the 
identity^ '-.of the' witne-ases failed despite the fact so many .people 
seemed to ‘know d-:?..the siifehting. 
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MYSTERY PLANE OF 1931 

-Reports of a mystery plane appeared in the "Mercury" nev;s- 
paper in September 1931. A number of items came in follov/ing days 
v;ith explanations and more plane signtings. Scandinavia was a 
centre ci mrGt.-ry planes in the 1930s alon^ with some otiier locat¬ 
ions around the world, ho answer was fortncocing for the Tasmanian 
event of 1931. 

The fii-st item appeared on September 16th. An aircraft had 
been seen near the Needles about 9am in boisterous weather. It v;as 
going from south to north west and seemed to be following the EEC 
transmission line from the V«festern Tiers. The event w'as reported 
by Mr E.Butler of Caveside. A plane like noise was also heard 
at Leloraine. The plane had appeared to nose dive to the £,round 
near Gog Ridj^et, (some hmts NW of The heedles) 

The Controller at Western Junction said no planes were up 
from the Aerodrome, he suggested it was a bird seen at t.ie same 
time a meter bike passed by on the road. 

Vi/estern Junction is about 60k east of Deloraine whicn in 
turn is 10k roughlj from the Needles. 

Ho exact date was given in the first report for the plane 
sighting but from the "Mercury" of September 19th vvs learn the 
events took place about 9-1 Oar; on Sunday the 13th. 

T\;o Red Hills children reported seeing the mystery plane, 
as did a Mr R.Woodbury,plus another adult. They saw it going 
to'wards the Western Tiers. To add to the confusion a Meander man 
says he heard the plane on Mondajr (14th). 

The machine was reported, to have a missing engine, then 
it woboled before nose diving to tne ground some 6/7kmts away. 

In all 4 adults and 2 children saw tne plane. Many others heard it. 

A search on horseback by residents failed to find any^thing. 

It was suggested in the press that it was a Mainland crim¬ 
inal connection flying over an aircraft to collect £90C from a 
recent Hobart robbery. Further they may have landed at a secret 
airfield in t-de highlands and were seen returning north. 

The "Mercury" on September 22hd carries another reported 
plane sighting by 2 children, this time flying from Deloraine to 
the Western Tiers. Western Junction says no planes were up that 
day and the chilaren's evidence must be suspect. 

, Other reports of planes were coming in. A resident of the 
north west coastal town of U1verstone says he heard a plane go 
over the coast on Monday(l4th) about 12.30pm. A Symmons Plains 
shephe rd heanj a plane the same Monday morning, also a mystery 
pla II e was seen at MtBirection in the Tamiar Valley about the same 
time. The next day it was reported near Jetsonville in the North 
East . 

The RAAF said none of their planes had been to Tasmania, 
and no Victorian planes had been reported missing. A. trip to Tas¬ 
mania, said the F:AAF would not be easy requiring a fuelling stop 
on the way, the RAAF having used Wilsons Promontory. 

The "Mercury" mentions that whilst residents had been sear¬ 
ching for the plane a shi ny object was seen on the east side of 
the -Gog Range as if reflecting the sun. After the sun went in sear¬ 
chers were unable to sight the object and were unable to find any¬ 
thing on the hillside. 

A. final letter to the eaitor of the "Mercury" said that . . 
residents had ta-ken the incident as genuine following tne plane 
being seen by 6 witnesses plus 16 v/ho heard it. It \;as pointed out 
that no official action was taken, no planes were sent to search 
fer any wreckage and it was only the locals who had mounted a search 
for the mystery pl^ne.

PERTH "LIGHT" PUZZLE 


A preliminary report by PUFORC Special Investigator Adrian De Jong 


At 3 a.m. during the morning of Friday, 
January 20, 1984, Police Constables Tim 
Moffitt and Mark Fleskens, both from Midland 
Station, were travelling north along the 
Roe Highway, near Hazelmere, when they were 
startled by a bright white flash of light. 
Another flash followed within seconds and 
Constable Fleskens, the passenger, believ¬ 
ing the light came from within the cabin 
of their van, began searching for the 
source. 

While Constable Fleskens was searching, and 
had his head down. Constable Moffitt witnes¬ 
sed a large green and white light which 
hovered for two seconds above Midland. It 
appears that the police radio in the van 
may have failed at the time the strange 
phenomenon manifested itself for officers 
with communications headquarters in Perth 
said they could not raise the two police¬ 
men for some time. They were trying to 
direct the constables to the home of Mr 
Sidney Bell, in Bishop Road, who had report¬ 
ed witnessing the same light. 

Mr Bishop saw two forks of light come out 
of the sky and, in the middle of these, a 
huge green, white and blue light appeared. 
The phenomenon was about 30 metres high 
W‘ith a 6 metre wide base. The light effect 
was first noticed in the comer of Mr Bell's 
back-yard and seemed to come from above one 
tree. This tree and its neighbour were 
blowing around as if in gale-force winds 
which were confined to that particular area. 
The phenomefion was very brightly coloured 
bluish white and green. Its shape was hard 
to define because the light gradually lost 


its brightness on the outside, however, it 
seemed to be conical in shape. Appearing in 
the sky, on either side, at the same time, 
were bright "zig-zag" vertical lines and 
three "star" like lights which were on the 
right above the zig-zag and formed a straight, 
but tilted line. They were approximately 36® 
above the southern horizon, about 20® south¬ 
west. The phenomenon disappeared with a 
"thump" noise and, at the same time, the wind 
stopped and the zig-zag lines and three stars 
vanished. 

The tennants of the house, whose back-yard is 
adjacent to that of .Mr Bell, noticed the 
bright light shining but didn't see the 
source. They, too, were aware of the gale- 
force wind and said that both effects vanish¬ 
ed with a sort of "bang". Additionally, 
they noticed their electrical clock "blinking" 
as if there had been a blackout. 

Several other residents in the area reported 
trouble with clocks and lights going on and 
off. There were reports of some people suf¬ 
fering mild electric shocks from metal ob¬ 
jects and a microwave oven reportedly blinked 
on and off. Additionally, local dogs howled. 

According to the Weather Bureau there had 
not been a gale-force wind in the area at 
that time. 

The physical effects noted here are for the 
inforrriation of readers only as investigations 
are still underway. 

The investigations of the Perth UFO Research 
Group are continuing.!
